Enplniid's dcfiMiso of tlie son \\\W\ 
her Manuniilh Navy; France's heroic 
Inffintrj- chockiiif; the first onrush of 
the Huu at tho Marne and at Vei-dun ; 
America's vast contribution of ma- 
terials and money in the past and of 
fighting reserves in the future, are 
matched by Italy's contriI)ution to the 
allied air uavy, which will determine 
as much as any one factor our final 
victory over the Teutonic Powers. 

The genei-al public, au;a/.od at the 
marvelous iierfonnances <il Italy's air 
fleet during Cadorna's drive over the 
Alps, at the record breaking feats of 
Resuati, Laureati and D'Annunzio 
and at tlio wonderful mechanical 
achlevenionts of tho ^'roat Caproni and 
Pomilio planes, still have little realiza- 
tion of .tlie vast scope of Italy's 
achievement In aviation since she en- 
tered the war three years ago. 

In February, 1915, there were in all 
Italy only 1(X) aeronautical workmen. 
When that country entered the war a 
few weeks later she possessed alto- 
irether only 80 flying machines and 
those mosdy of the French type. I'ut 
the Italy of poets and sin,u:ers is also 
the Italy of nieclianical genius, of ^lar- 
coni and Tesla, of Caproni and Po- 
milio. Seeing with a clear vision that 
the fate of civilization lay lar;,'ely In 
tlie supremacy of tlie air, and particu- 
larly the need of air defense for her 
own long coast line, her statesmen set 
out to build a new. Industry from the 
gromid up.

Biiug ti\elr contributions oi "researcii, 
inventioa and technical knowledge to 
a development of those machines of 
offense and defense with which battles 



rapid-firing guns. Italian designers by 
synchronizing propeller revolutions 
with macMne gun-fire have placed ma- 
chine ixuns on planes that fire 000 
shots a iiiinut(} through the propellers, 
which make 1,200 revolutions a min- 
ute, the calculation being such that no 
shots strike the propeller — one shot 
Iiassinjr lietweon the blades with every 
two tuiiis of the propeller. In addi- 
tion to the machine guns a multitude 
of l^oiub throwing, position iindiug and 
other devices of great utility in battle 
and in bor.ibardnieuts Iiavo been per- 
fected by Italian yenius. 

Italy lias developed the best type of 
machine for each class of war work. 
Those for night bombardment are the 
Caproni biplane of ir.O and GOO H. P. 
and the Caproni tri^hine of GOO H. P. 
These planes have an average speed of 
al)out 100 miles an hour and carry a 
large load of bombs. For day bom- 
bardment one of their most elRcient 
machines is the Sia type, with one en- 
gine of 700 H. P., which develops an 
average speed of 125 miles an hour 
and has a capacity for 700 pounds of 
bombs. 

Classes of Fighting Machines. 

One of the best Italian machines for 
recoiinuis.'sance work is the Pomilio 
two seater of 300 11. P., with a speed 
of 125 miles per hour, carrying two 
machine ,?uns and a large load of 
bombs. Similar to this is the 300 H. P. 
yia. Besides tliis, they possess for 
rapid work a Sva biplane, a single 
seater of 250 H. P. and a speed of 130 
miles. Italy's best fighting planes are 
ihe Pomilio sinjflc seater of 280 H. P.. 
vi-itli i.rotocri ve a rmor and car rying 
tTvo uiuciiiaG gunsr wrth a sTrfvu*o''TTi(>' 
miles an liour, and the ,\n.-ai(lo single 
seaters.of 2u0 H. P., with a speed of 
150 miles.

As a rosult Ifaly today has over 
40,000 exp> rieiic<Ml woi'l<mon in tliis 
field, ami iu'r j,'ov<'r.iment possesses 
over 3,000 military and naval planes 
and is snitplying others to her allies 
by the liuT.drcds. JIany of the i»lanes 
America has sent to the French front 
were made in Italy, and Italian i)lain\s 
are being shipped here for the traininj; 
of our aviators. 

Sucli firms as Fiat have accomplish- 
ed marveions results in a short time. 
This concoi-u turned out a 700 H. 1*. 
aerial engine, and otlier firms devel- 
oped successful engines of 160, 200 II. 
P., etc. The big Pomilio plant was 
erected in three months' time. Today 
there are more than 2.") aeroplane fac- 
tories in Italy, and that country has 
the distinction of producing the fastest 
aeroplane in the world, tho fastest 
seaplane, il.e largest fiyinj,' machine 
and tho best climber. 

A great secret of Iltily's succe.<s wf.s 
the large and powerful engines she 
had already perfected in her automo- 
bile indusir.v. These engines, dovolop- 
in;,' from "!)'• to 700 H. P. and later O.'^O 
II. P. ami over, made i>osp,ib!e the 
building of iiiucii larger planes il.an 
had ever before been supposed possi- 
ble. 

Italy's a"V)plane plants have been 
kept in oiio:alio!i, notwitlistandinp: ad- 
verse confiiiW)ns, such a.-^ lack of coal, 
when wood svas substituted for power 
generation, and the buildings in which 
the people worked were so cold that 
varnish world not dry. Another groat 
obstacle ^\;;^; the lack of chemic:ils. 
Kight here Italy jiays a tribute to 
America.

Record Breaking Planes. 
New desi;:iis of aeroplanes are be!n^ 
turned out constantly by the Italian 
factories.

Shehasplanes capable of carrying 
a crew of IfTi men and is now develop- 
ing one with a capacity of 50 men and 
a hors<'pow> r of 3,000. She also h-as 
lilanes capable of traveling more than 
900 tnUes without a stop. One of tho

In hydro-avfation the best Italian 

machine is the Maoclii, that for recon- 
naissance work, having a speed of 
over 100 miles an hour, and the fight- 
ing machine having a speed of 12o 
mllos an hour. A Pomilio plant re- 
cently put out a 200 IT. P. machine 
witli a speed of 137 miles an hour, 
capable of climbing 10,000 feet in six 
minutes. 

Giovanni Caproni, creator of the fa- 
mous Cai)roni niachino, is ]ilanning to 
build after the war a llier carrying TjO 
passengers, with which he expects to 
cross the Atlantic In 48 hours. In 
fact, he had hopes at one time of es- 
tablishing (Inrin,;: the latter part or 
this year a Paris to Washington mail 
route. Hying by way of Portugal, the 
Azores, Newfoundland and New York 
City. The longest leg of this trip over 
water is 1,1 Oo miles, which, he says, is 
vvoll v.ilhin the range of the present 
Caproni machine. It would be a strik- 
ing repetition of history if the nation 
which gave us Columbus, the first man 
to sail to the new world by water, 
should also furnish the first to follow 
lliat route by air. 

Not only in building, but in handling 
aeroplanes have Italians excelled. One 
of the world's records taken liy an 
Italian was the feat of Captain Giulio 
Laureati, who (•s(ai)lislie(I a r.ew 
long distance fliglit record by flying 
more than 900 miles without' stopping 
from Turin to Naiilos and return In 
August, 1917. Lior.U'niint Resnat! as- 
toiiisiicd Americans duri!!:: liis tliglits 
here by going up 17,000 feet with 13 
men on board at Newport News end 
iiy flying from Mineola to Langle.v 
Field, near Newport News, a distance 
of W'Jfl miles, with ten passengers 
abourd. 

Excel in Dirigibles Also. 

Not only in lieavier than air ma- 
chines, but in the dirigible lighter than 
air type has Italy excelled. The For- 
lanni dirigible iias a record of lifting 
four tons of boml)S 18,373 feet as 
against the best Zcpiiolin ifcuid of 
13,123 feet with a similar load. As a 
subpi.irine chaser her non-rigid type 
of dirigible lia.s been very effective. 

A\'e cannot say what will happen in 
the very near future, but we can af- 
lirni that Italian technical men, fully 
reallzin.g the always increasing exigen- 
cies of war and the value of aviation 
in the war, are coptlnuing to work for,
